WHEREAS, this study has produced a plan to establish,
operate and maintain a Learning Resources Center with multi-media
services for the school system and for the community at large; and -

WHEREAS, the study recommends that an educational tele-
communications Commission be established to‘provide leadership
for the development and operation regarding the total fange of
educational telecommunications in Guam; -

HOW, THERKPORE, by virtue oI the authoriiy vesited ii
me by the Organic Act of Guam, it is ordered as follows:

1. The Guam Educationai Telecomnmunicatioas Commissiocn

is hereby established to provide leadership, programming and
all general policy for educational telecommunications in Guamn.
The Commission shall be composed of five membefs. The Board
of Regents of the College of éuam shall appoint two members,
the Territorial Board of ILducation shall appoint two members
and I shall appoint the Chairman from the Govertor's OQffice.

2. The Commission shall meet at the call of the Chairman
and all appropriate Bepartments and Agencies of the Government of
Guam are hereby directed to provide all possible support and

assistance to the Commission,
